Countrey, both from the ruine we were almoſt brought to by that 
deſperate Warr with Opechankevogh , whoſe Conqueſt ( bad 
net the Cloudineſs of thoje times obſcured the glory of it ) could 
not. have loſt the efteem of being one of the moſt important 
Services, that, perhaps, had been rendred in many years before to

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PREAMBLE. 


HEREAS the late unhappy DiſtraQions 
cauſed trequent Change in the Government of 
this Countrey, and thoſe produced ſo many 
Alterations in the Laws, that the People knew 
not well what to obey, nor the Judges what ro _ 
puniſh 3; by which means, Injuſtice was hardly 
tobe avoided, and the juſt freedom ot the peo- 
ple, by the uncertainty and licentiouſneſs of the 

Laws, hard'y to be preſerved : This Aſſembly taking the ſame in- 

to their ſerious Conſiderations, and gravely weighing the Obligati- 

ons they are to diſcharge to God, the King, and the Countrey z 
have, by ſerling the Laws, diligently endeavoured-to prevent the 
like inconveniences, by caufing the whole body of the Laws to be 

| Reviewed; all unneceflary Acts, and chicfly ſuch as might keep in 
| memory our forced Deviationfrom his Majeſtics Obedience, to be 
| Repealed and Expunged 3 and thoſe thar are in force to be brought 

{ into one Volume: and, leſt any prejudice might ariſe by the 

ignorance of the times from whence thoſe Acts were in force, they 

have added the Dates of every Act, to the end that Courrs might 


rightly adminiſter Juſtice,and give ſentence according to Re 
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The L aws of Virginia, 

thing hapning art any time fince any Law was in force ; and 
have alſo endeavoured in all things, as near as the capactty and cori- 
ſtiution of this Countrey would admit, to adhere to thoſe Excellent 
and often refined Laws of England, to which we profeſs and A 
knowledge all Reverence and Obedience ; and thar the Laws,made 
by us, arc intended by us but as brief Memorials of that, which the 
capacity of our Courts is utterly unable to Colle out of its vaſt 
Volumns, though ſometimes perhaps, for the difference of our and 
their Condition, varying in ſmall things, bur far from the preſum- 
ption of contradidting any thing therein contained, And, becauſe 
ic is impoſſible ro honour the King as we ſhould, unleſs we ſerve and 
fear God as we ought; and that they might ſhew their equal care 
they have ſer down certain Rulesto be obſcrved in the Governmenr 
ofthe Church , untill God ſhall pleaſe to turn his Majeſties pious 
thoughts towards us,and provide a better ſupply of Miniſters among 
us. 


Be it therefore Enaited by the Governour, Cenuncil , and Burgeſſes 
of this Grand Aſſembly, That all che following Laws, continued or 
made by this Afſembly, ſhall be hereafter reputed the I aws of this 
Countrey , by which all Courts -of Judicature are to proceed' in 


Civing of Sentence , and to wlzch all perſons are ſtrictly required . 


to yield all due Obedience ; and that all other Aas, not in this 
Collection mentioned, be to all intents and purpoſes utterly Abroga- 
cd and Repealed, unleſs Suir be Commenced tor any thing donein 
the time when a Law, now repealed, was in force 3 in which caſe, 
the producing that Law ſhall excuſe any perſon for doing any thiovg 
according to the Tenor thereof, :

VV Hereas the private Burial of Servants, and others, give occa- 

ſion of much Scandal againſt divers perſons, and ſometimes 
not undeſervedly of being guilry oftheir Deaths z from which, it 
the perſons ſuſpe&ed be innocent, there can be no Vindication 3 nor 
it guilty, no puniſhment, by reaſon they are, for the moſt part, Bu- 
ried without the knowledg or view of any others then ſuch of the 
Family , as by nearneſs of relation, as being Husband, Wite , or 
Child are unwilling, or as Servants are-fearful, ro make diſcovery, 
if Murther were commirted 3 for Remedy whereof , as allo tor ta- 
king away that Barbarous Cuſtom, of expoſing the Corps of the 
Dead ( by making their Graves in common and unfenced places:) 
tothe prey of Hozgs, and other Vermine: Be ir Ena&ted, Thar 
there be in every Parith, three, or four, or more, places appointed, 
according to the greatneſs or lirrlencfs of the ſame; to be {cr a-parr 


and fenced in, for places of publique Burial, for that Precinet 3

and further, that before the Corps be Buried, there be, ar leaſt, three

VA/m many differences do frequently ariſe abour the age of 
Orphants, and enquiries are often madefor perſons Impor- 
redinto this Countrey, and here deceaſed, and no ſpoſitive 'Certifi- 
cates can be granted of the Age of one, or Death of the other, by 
reaſon no Regiſters have been kept, which might, by the Record 
there entred, evidence the ſame: Be it therefore EnaQted, That the 
Miniſter or Reader of every Pariſh, ſhall well, truly, andplainly, 
Record all Births, Burials, or Marriages, that ſhall happen wichin 
the Precin&s of thar Pariſh, in a Book to be provided by the Veltry 
for that purpoſe.

A ND whereas many times Licences are granted, and the perſons 
are Marryed out ot the Pariſhes, which Licences have been uſu- 
ally | p—_ by che G.»vernour, whoſe knowledg of perſons cannot 
poſſibly extend over the whole Country : Beit Enacted, That hence- 
forward, all perſons deſiring Licences for Marriage, ſhall firſt re- 
pair to the Clerk of the County-Court, and there give Bond, with 
good Securiry, that there is no lawful cauſe to obſtrud their ſaid 
Marriage ; and that upon receipt of ſuch Bond, the ſaid C lerk 
ſhall write the Licence, andcertifie to the firſt in Commiſſion for 
thar County, or ſuch other whomir ſhall pleaſe the Governour to 
Depute, that he hath taken a Bond, as aforeſaid z who, by vertue 
thereof, ſhall ſigne the ſaid Licence, and dire& the ſame tothe Mi- 
niſter. And tothe end that the legal Grant of the ſaid Licence may 
be made Evident, and the Governour aſcertained of his juſt dues: 
Ir is further Enacted, That the ſaid Clerk ſhall yearly, in Seprember- 
Court,return the Names of the parties Marryed, and of the Security, 
to the Secretaries Office, there tobe Recorded ; and further, that he 
deliver an accompt of the Fees due for the ſaid Licences, to the 
Sheriff or CollcCor of the County, who is hereby required ro Col- 
le& the ſame with the Levies, and to make payment thereof to the 
Governour, and others, to whom they are due : And any Clerk ma- 
king default in any of the premiſes, to forfeir One thouſand pounds 
of Tobacco, to the uſe of the Governour, The Fees for the Licences, 
to be as followeth 'w1z.) ro the Governour, Two hundred pounds of 
Tobacco, or Twenty ſhillings ſterling z tothe Clerk for writing the

Proviſion for a Colledge. 


Hereas the want of able and faithful Miniſters in this Coun- 

trey, deprives us of thoſe great bleſſings and mercies , that al- 
wayes attend upon the Service of God, which want by realon of our 
greatdiſtance fromour Native Countrey, cannot in probability be 
alwayes ſupplyed from hence : Be irena&ted, Thar for the advance 
of Learning, Education of Youth, Supply of the Miniſtry, and Pro- 
motion of Piety, there be Landraken up or purchaſed for a Colledge 
and Free School, and that there be with as much ſpeed as may be 
convenient houſing Erefted thereon for entertainment of Students 


and Scholars, 


Whereas an Antient praQtice of this Countrey, hath, contrary to 
Law and Reaſon , ignorantly veſted the Lands of perſons inteſtate 
in the hands of Adminiſtrators , of whom divers perſons have pur- 
chaſed, and hold their Lands by no other Titles, then ſuch ſales 
which can be of no validity againſt the claim of the King, whom no 
time can preſcribe,andto whom,if an Heir appear not,the Land muſt 
of neceſfiry devolve, And ifthe King ſhould at any time, give expres 
Order to an Eſcheater to make inquiry intothe Titles we hold by; the 


ſaid Eſcheater cannot , by vertue of his Office , bur find all ſuch 


Lands for the King, which we Francis Moriſon, and Thomas Ludwell, 
who are,at preſent,intruſted by his Majeſties Treaſurer romake com- 
poſition for all Lands ſo Eſcheared to his Majeſty, taking into our 
ſerious conſideration, and out of our tender care of many poor men, 
who by the loſs of Lands, thus perhaps dearly purchaſed, and ho- 
neſtly payd for; and out of our ſenſe of the many inconveniences, 
and preatdamages would fall upon them by being ouſted our of their 
Poſſeſſions by the ſeverity of a too rigorous Eſcheator z andthat, on 
the other ſide, we might not ſeem to debarr his Majeſty of his juſt 
Rights: we have thought it convenient to propoſe a certain Rule for 
Compoſitions for all Lands held by any pretended Right two years, 
by which, while the power is in our hands, we ſhall proceed : and if 
the Aſſembly think it a favour, we ſhall joyn with them , making 1c 
our requeſt to Major Norwood, his Majefties Treaſurer, to get his 
Majeſty to confine them, that no ſucceeding Eſcheator may at his 
pleaſure rigorouſly exceed theſe our moderate and reaſonable De- 


mands. 


x. We concede, that any perſon, having been two years in poſ- 
ſeſſion of any Land thatought to have been veſted in his Majeſty 
by Eſchear , ſhall pay for his Compoſition but one Hundred Pow! n 


O 
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of Tobacco for every fifty acres, beſides the Fees for finding the Ot- 
fice, anddrawing the Conveyance. 

2. That every perſon having been ſo in poſſeſſion twoyears as afore- 
ſaid, ſhall have Eight Months time to petition for, and make their 
Compoſition ; bur if they defer it longer, and another ſue for ir, and 
obrain ir, they can impute the blame to nothing bur their own neg- 
le.
